MAGNA CARTA OR MAJOR CRISIS 


In the long and tortuous march of mankind to freedom 
from the excesses of governmental control, the year 1215 is 
one of the great milestones in history. That was the year 
in which King John of England was persuaded by his per­ 
secuted subjects to sign the document that was to become 
the foundation of our cherished civil liberties—the cele­ 
brated Magna Carta. 


There is need today for a new Magna Carta — a Magna 
Carta for education. For education in the United States is 
also suffering from the excesses of governmental control. 
It is the victim of government policies and laws that breed 
turmoil and uncertainty, create and perpetuate grave injus­ 
tices, and stifle incentive for healthy growth and develop­ 
ment — all to the detriment of the nation as a whole. 


The schools of America, responsible for meeting our coun­ 
try ’s educational needs in war and peace, declare that their 
future is in jeopardy to the detriment of the national in­ 
terest. 
American education today is at a crossroads. The pattern 
of the past — the one-room school house, the “life-adjust- 
meni” approach to studies, the emphasis on togetherness at 
the expense of scholarship, the suspicion of excellence — at! 
of these have been tried in the crucible of the fast-changing 
modern world and found wanting. The world is in rapid flux 
and -demands o^-an entirely new nature are being placed 
upon Americans. If the nation is to assert its leadership and 
keep pace with a globe in which change rather than order has 
become the password, new techniques must replace outmod­ 
ed forms. 


The national interest calls for an end to distressful con­ 
ditions.

Many teachers and professors have found it necessary to 
give every other student a different test, to space the stu­ 
dents several leet apart, and various other methods in or­ 
der to reduce the amount of cheating on examinations. It 
is shocking to believe that in a democracy as great as that 
of the United States, students cannot be trusted to any 
greater extent than they are at the present time. 


Many people affirm that cheating is more harmful than 
it is beneficial. When a student cheats and makes a high 
grade, he is leaving the impression with his instructor that 
he is reaping the necessary knowledge he needs from the 
course. Later in life, w’hen the student needs to apply this 
knowledge, he has but a small amount to apply. Thus, he 
must learn the hazardous way that cheating does not pay. 


If each student would stop before taking a test and think 
that cheating never really pays in the long run, there would 
probably be less cheating and more students achieving and 
earning high grades.

If you are a cotton farm er, I ’d 
like to talk to you fo*- a few min­ 
utes this 
morning 
about a 
few 
practices 
which 
we believe 
will 
help you to sell the highest possib­ 
le q u a lit y of cotton thi: fall and 
thereby help you to 
realize 
the 
highest possible profit? from your 
cotton crop this year. 
Cotton 
picking if getting under­ 
way in Stoddard Couutv now and 
should be in full swing within 
h? 
next few days. The kind of job 
that farm ers do of harvesting their 
cotton crop will determine to a 
great extent the quality of cotton 
they will ?eil this fall and. in turn, 
the price they receive for their cot­ 
ton this year. Taking the steps nec­ 
essary to do a good job of harvest­ 
ing the cotton crop could mean 
an additional 
income of $10 
to 
$15 per bale. It looks as if the cot­ 
ton crop is going to be a little 
short this fall, so anything we can 
do to increase the price of cotton 
would certainly be in order. 
Now, of course, most of the cot­ 
ton crop in this area is harvest­ 
ed with machine picker?. In fart, 
something like 75 per cent of the 
cotton crop in Stoddard County wa 
harvested mechanically last year. 
If mechanical pickers are proper­ 
ly operated, they will get 95 per­ 
cent of the cotton as compared to 
97 percent that may be expected 
if a good job of hand picking is 
done. If the picker is properly op­ 
erated about one-half grade 
will 
probably be lost as compared to 
hand picking; however, many bales 
that are 
harvested 
mechanically 
will grade about the same as hand 
picked cotton. On the other hand, if 
a poor job of oi>erating the m echa­ 
nical picker is done, machine pick­ 
ed cotton will not compare nearly 
so favorably with hand nicked cot­ 
ton 
L et’* look 
at a few things 
that you can do to Insure a good 
job of machine picked cotton. 
In the first place, you can be 
sure that your m echanical picker 
is in a good condition for harvest­ 
ing the crop. The picker should 
be 
maintained 
with respect 
to

cleanliness, 
lubrication, 
adjust­ 
m ents, 
repairs 
according to the 
manufacturers 
recommendations. 
In this connection. I might mention 
soap and water are the best spin­ 
dle cleaners you can use. I would 
also like to suggest that you keep 
dirty lint swept off the picker bas­ 
ket. If allowed to collect, this trash 
will be dumped with the cotton 
when you empty the ba.-ket. 
We often hear farm ers talking 
about which brand of m echanical 
picker is best. Actually, the man 
operating the machine will prob­ 
ably have more to do with the qua­ 
lity of cotton picked than will the 
machine. The operator should be 
well acquainted with the recom ­ 
mendations of 
the 
manufacturer 
for the operation of the picker and 
should follow them closely at all 
times. 
One of the most im portant thing;- 
you can do is to wait until the cot­ 
ton is dry enough to pick in tlv 
morning 
after 
rains. 
Picking 
should not 
be 
started 
until 
the 
moisture content of cotton is about 
eight percent. About two percent 
moisture will probably be added 
in the process of picking, bringing 
the total moisture content to 10 
percent. Modern gins with two tow- 
er driers can e f f e c t i v e l y remove 
three 
percent, bringing the mois­ 
ture content down to seven per­ 
cent which is a good moisture con­ 
tent for good gmning. Ifr the cot­ 
ton is real trashy, the moisture 
content should be no higher than 
5 percent for a good job of clear­ 
ing 
Now. how can you be sure 
that cotton is dry enough for pick­ 
ing? The moisture content of fit id 
cotton Is being tested at several 
locations throughout Southeast Mi 
souri and is being broadcast ov¿r 
several radio stations throughout 
the area including Radio Station 
KD EX. This cotton moisture broad­ 
c a s t s will serve as n guide as to 
when cotton is dry enough for pick­ 
ing 
Having enough traliers to effect­ 
ively handle the cotton crop will 
do much to insure turning out good 
quality cotton. We recommend hav­ 
ing three trailer? of three to five 
bale capacity for each m echanical 
nicker. Bv all m ean', don’t get 
in the trailer and tram p the cotton. 
This tangles the fibers, crushes 
the dry leaf trash in the cotton 
which makes it more difficult for 
the gin to remove, and it will stain 
the cotton if there is green leaf in 
the seed cotton, all of which low­ 
ers tile quality of the cotton 
Another 
very 
important 
thing 
that you can do to improve the 
quality of your cotton is to coop­ 
erate with your ginner in group­ 
ing cotton to be ginned so that your 
cotton will be ginned with compar­ 
able cotton. 
This is 
a 
practice 
that will pay big dividends. For 
example, 
let’s 
assum e that you 
have a bale of clean dry cotton 
to be ginned and that you are fol­ 
lowing a bale of wet trashy cot­ 
ton on the gin yard. After the gin­ 
ner sets the dryers to gin your 
clean dry cotton, it will take about 
15 minutes for the proper tem pera­ 
ture to be reached. The ginner 


does not have time to wait 15 
minutes between bales 
w h e n the 
rush is on. 
As a result, jo u r cotton will be 
overdried 
w’hich 
will 
lower 
the 
quality of your cotton. By allowing 
the ginner to group cotton accord 
ing to quality for ginning, he can 
set the heat to gin any given qua­ 
lity of cotton and gin several bale^ 
before he changes the tem perature 
for cotton of another quality. This 
will allow him to do a much bet­ 
ter job of ginning for you and 
everyone else who will cooperate 
j in grouping cotton. 
J 
Finally, cotton defoliation, if pro­ 
perly used can be an important 
aid in preserving the 
q u a lit y of 
cotton. On the other hand, it can 
also lower cotton quality if it is 
| improperly used. We have mimeo­ 
graphed a summary of thp recom ­ 
mendations of the Missouri College 
of Agriculture pertaining to cotton 
defoliation and have sent several 
copies of this information to gin- 
ners, airplane applicator?, and de- 
foliant dealers in the county. If 
you would like to have a copy of 
this information, you <an obtain a 
copv from one of these people or 
at the County Extension Office.

ADVANCE PAYMENTS FOR 


DIVERTING WHEAT ACREAGE 


Wheat farm ers who divert acre­ 
age from production of wheat un­ 
der the 1962 wheat stabilization uro­ 
gram may earn payments by put­ 
ting that land into approved con­ 
servation 
uses. 
And 
the County 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Service Office now has 
authority and will be prepared to 
make a partial payment 
at 
the 
time of signup, according to Tho­ 
mas H. Itott, J r ., Manager Scott 
County 
Agricultural 
Stabiliation 
and Conservation Office. 


The Agricultural Act of 1961 pro­ 
vides that up to not more than 50 
percent of the payment to produc­ 
ers may be made in advance of 
determination of performance. This 
provision is designed to provide in­ 
come to farm ers 
ahead of har- 
vesttime. 
The advance payment that can 
be made at the tim e of signup is 
computed by multiplying the num­ 
ber of acre? to be diverted by the 
farm payment rate that is based 
on 45 percent of the norma! yield, 
and taking half of that amount. The 
farm er may receive this advance 
payment in cash or In wheat. 
When a farm er signs up to parti­ 
cipate in the 1962 wheat program, 
he must indicate the acreage he 
intend? to divert to a conservation 
use if he desires payment. The law 
requires him to divert a minimum 
of 10 percent of what his wheat 
allotment would have been without 
the new program or 10 percent 
of his highest acreage if such acre­ 
age ha? not exceeded 15 acres in 
the past 3 years 
This minimum 
diversion is reflected in the 1962 
farm w’heat allotment sent to farm ­ 
ers before the referendum. 
The ASCS office will issue the 
producer a sight draft. If he wants 
cash, he m erely endorses the draft 
and cashes it at his local bank. 
Or. the sight draft m ay be used to 
purchase wheat at the m arket price 
as determined by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. Only the ori­ 
ginal payee may use 
the 
sight 
draft to buy 
wheat. 
Subsequent 
payees may endorse the draft for 
cash only. 


Other details of the program, in- 


chiding the producer’s high and low { 
option on diversion and a complete 
list of approved conservation uses 
are available at the ASCS county 
office, Mr. Lett said.

The Golden Tinge 


The U. S. Departim nt of Agri­ 
culture has purchased over 3 - 
million pounds ol canned chopped 
meai — com is ting oi beef, pork 
and other meat products — for 
distribution to needy lamilies.

Our supply of tomatoes during 
May is coming principally 
from 
about llo.UOO acres of lam* in Flori­ 
da and the Rio Grande Valley of 
t’exas. Harvest is only starting on 
most of the land, so the volume of 
tomatoes should increase during 
May. 
This is our Crudest Haste 
At lust rejxnt. lo.-sex j^-dm fire 
were running 2.1 nercantfighoad of 
a year ago. And considering how 
predictable fires and their nature 
ha\e become, lids fast suggests 
that we are not, after all. get­ 
ting any smarter! 
For instance, the National Board 
of Fire Under., liters tells us flat­ 
ly that if there is a fire in our 
home, the cnances are three to one 
that it will be due to carelessness 
or forgefiuiness. Last year, accord­ 
ing to this authority, seven fires 
out ol ten were in homes and three 
out of four of these need not have 
haprcncu. 
If wc do no better than last year 
(and the statistics show we are 
doing worse) it can be predicted 
now that one fire out of every 
four will be caused by matches 
and smoking and one out of five 
by the misuse of electricity. 
In money, losses lor the first 
seven months of this year totalled 
$656,969,000 or $13,769,000 more 
than for the same period of 1939. 
But this is only money. It is es­ 
timated that 11,300 perished in fires 
in 1959 - an average of 31 fire 
deaths each day, one every 46 min­ 
utes. Many times more 
persons 
who recovered from their 
burns 
and other fire injuries suffered un­ 
told agonies and vai y ing degrees 
of incapacity . Over the years the 
fire death rate of those ov er 65 has 
been about three times that of all 
other ages, with infants under five 
the second largest group of victims. 
These stark facts should give us 
something to think about at this 
season when winter is setting 'ii 
for real, and fire is stiil essential 
to our comfort and health. This is 
a time when it should be impress- 
>u on all of us that most of this 
ghastly loss of life, this cruel suf­ 
fering and the grea er part ol a fi­ 
nancial drain of nearly $100 mil­ 
lion a month are utterly unneces­ 
sary ! 
To pledge ourselves 
to 
guard 
against the carelessness that costs 
so much is the smallest respect 
we can pay to those who die - 
and continue to die - by fire.

method”. It is the only foolprool 
technique for correcting children 
or adults without producing ill 
will, tears or dislike of the job 
before them. Parents and teach­ 
ers. take note! 
CASE K-418: Malcolm F., aged 
38. is an employer who has a 
brilliant mind and a quick tongue. 
“ But, Dr. Crane. 1 don't take 
very well with my workers,” he 
protested. 
“Maybe it is my fault, for I am 
a stickler for precision and neat­ 
ness. 
“Whenever I find a mistake, I 
jxiint it out. T oday m y secretary 
began to cry and said she 
was 
quitting. I couldn’t figure out why. 
“ But she finally told me I am 
too caustic and fault finding. M ay­ 
be that's right. But how can you 
correct mistakes without telling 
people about them ?” 
Sandwich Method 
You can't. But there are 
two 
ways to i>oint out flaws. One is 
to pounce upon them sharply and 
“bawl out” the erring worker or 
school child. 
This certainly shows him 
his 
mistake. But he is immediately 
deflated in his pride and inclined 
either to tears or to anger. 
In either case, he dislikes his 
critic. And when we dislike peo­ 
ple. we don't feel like taking any­ 
thing from them, even 24-carat 
gold bricks. 
The second method ot reproof 
or correction is far batter. It is 
the 
“sandwich 
method.” 
In 
it 
you sandwich the m eaty or critical 
layer between two honest compli­ 
ments. 
You should 
start out 
with a 
compliment. That's the first lay­ 
er of this “ sandwich”. 
“ But when I’m irked, I don't 
feel like praising an employee!” 
Malcolm retorted. “I am more in- 
.clined to spit out my criticism." 
Control Emotions 
True, enough. Most of us don't 
even think of complimenting a 
person who has just made a mis­ 
take! 
That's ail the more reason why 
we must deliberately teach our­ 
selves to rule our emotions by our 
brain. 
The successful people learn to 
do 
what 
they 
“ought” 
to 
do, 
even though 
they don't 
always 
feel that way at the moment. 


So if you follow your feelings 
and bawl out your wife or your 
child or your associates and em­ 
ployees, you may momentarily be 
elated at showing off your own 
superior knowledge. 
But they feel worse and will 
dislike 
you 
or 
e v e n 
project 
their hatred to the arithmetic or 
spelling 
or 
other 
work 
which 
caused your caustic reproof. 
The strategy of dealing 
with 
people successfully demands that 
you use the sandwich method. 
So bite your tongue, if need be, 
to curb your immediate tendency 
to point out the fault. 
Then “pause & praise" the vic­ 
tim on some good point that he 
really possesses. 


Smile & Praise 
And by all means “smile” as 
you do so, for smiles take the 
sting out of actual criticism. And 
they 
ingratiate y o u with your 
school child or employee. 
So. smile and praise as the first 
layer. Then, casually lead into 
your meaty layer of correction 
by saying, “Bill, I wonder if it 
wouldn't save time if you did this 
in such-and-such a m anner.” 
Even with your smile and that 
initial layer of praise, plus the 
leading in, it is possible that he 
may still feel slightly deflated in 
his ego and hence resentful. 
So. complete the sandwich with 
another cheery compliment. That 
corrects his mistake but leaves 
him friendly toward you.

Throughout the year, fire strikes an average of 800 Amer­ 
ican homes every day. 
Every three quarters of an hour, fire takes a life some­ 
where in the United States. 
And, the tragic thing about these fires is that thousands 
of them could have been avoided. They should never have 
happened. 
It is as a reminder of this fact that the nation is observ­ 
ing Fire Prevention Week from October 8 to 14. 
Nearly one fourth of all fires in this country are caused 
by matches and smoking, according to the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters; another 20 per cent are the result of 
misuse of electrical equipment. 
Simply by using care with m atches and lighted cigarettes, 
cigars, and pipes, we can hold down our vast fire toll. 
By keeping m atches away from children we can prevent 
them from starting fires. 
By making sure that all of our electric auuliances are in 
good repair, we can reduce the oos«ibilitv of fire still further. 
That is one of the truths being stressed during Fire Pre- 
\ention Week this year. 
Fire Prevention Week always falls in the week containing 
October 9. for it was on that day in 1871 that the Great Chi­ 
cago Fire broke out. The Chicago fire took 250 lives and 
destroyed 17,490 buildings and other property worth *175,- 
000.000. In term s of todav’s construction costs, the Chicago 
property damage would have run into billions. 
The Great Chicago Fire, in addition to bein** tragic and 
costly, had one constructive facet—it made America fire 
conscious. 
Eventually it brought recognition of the need for a con­ 
certed national fire prevention effort. 
On October 9. 1911, the 40th anniversary of the Grea 
Chicago Fire, the first Fire Prevention Pav was observer 
In 1920 President Woodrow Wilson Issued the first Presiden- 
tial-Proclamation of Fire Prevention Daw 
In 1922.

It is the only foolproof 
technique for correcting children 
or adults without producing ill 
will, tears or dislike of the job 
before them. Parents and teach­ 
ers. take note! 
CASE K-418: Malcolm F„ aged 
38, is an employer who has a 
brilliant mind and a quick tongue. 
“But, Dr. Crane, I don’t take 
very well with my workers,” he 
protested. 
“Maybe it is my fault, for I am 
a stickler for precision and neat­ 
ness. 
“Whenever I find a mistake, I 
point it out. Today my secretary 
began to cry and said she was 
quitting. I couldn’t figure out why. 
“But she finally told me I am 
too caustic and fault finding. May­ 
be that’s right. But how can you 
correct mistakes without telling 
people about them?” 
Sandwich Method 
You can’t. But there are two 
ways to point out flaws. One is 
to pounce upon them sharply and 
“bawl out” the erring worker or 
school child. 
This certainly shows him his 
mistake. But he is immediately 
deflated in his pride and inclined 
either to tears or to anger. 
In either case. he dislikes his 
critic. And when we dislike peo­ 
ple. we don’t feel like taking any­ 
thing from them, even 24-carat 
gold bricks. 
The second method of reproof 
or correction is far batter. It is 
the 
“sandwich 
method.” 
In 
it 
you sandwich the meaty or critical 
layer between two honest compli­ 
ments. 
You should start out with a 
compliment. That's the first lay­ 
er of this “sandwich”. 
“But when I'm irked, I don’t 
feel like praising an employee!" 
Malcolm retorted. “I am more in­ 
clined to spit out my criticism.” 
Control Emotions 
True, enough. Most of us don't 
even think of complimenting a 
person who has just made a mis­ 
take! 
That's ail the more reason why 
we must deliberately teach our­ 
selves to rule our emotions by our 
brain. 
The successful people learn to 
do 
what 
they 
“ought” 
to 
do, 
even though they don’t always 
feel that way at the moment. 


So if you follow your feelings 
and bawl out your wife or your 
child or your associates and em­ 
ployees, you may momentarily be 
elated at showing off your own 
superior knowledge. 
But they feel worse and will 
dislike 
you 
or 
e v e n 
project 
their hatred lo the arithmetic or 
spelling 
or 
other 
work 
which 
caused your caustic reproof. 
The strategy of dealing 
with 
people successfully demands that 
you use the sandwich method. 
So bite your tongue, if need be, 
to curb your immediate tendency 
to point out the fault. 
Then “pause & praise” the vic­ 
tim on some good point that he 
really possesses. 


Smile A Praise 
And by all means “smile” as 
you do so. for smiles take the 
sting out of actual criticism. And 
they ingratiate y o u with your 
school child or employee. 
So. smile and praise as the first 
layer. Then, casually lead into 
your meaty layer of correction 
by saying, “Bill. I wonder if it 
wouldn’t save time if you did this 
in suoh-and such a manner.” 
Even with your smile and that 
initial layer of praise, plus the 
leadmg in, it is possible that he 
may still feel slightly deflated in 
his ego and hence resentful.

F or best results, a1) farm ers in 
a com m unity should observe the fly 
free date. But even when his neigh­ 
bors plant early, a person can pre­ 
vent m uch injury by seeding after 
fly activity has stopped. 
Second, plant fly resistant varie­ 
ties. 
R esistant 
varieties 
recom ­ 
mended for Missouri are Monon 
and Dual, soft varieties, and Pon­ 
ca. a hard wheat. 
Third, use chemical control. Ten 
pounds of IO percent phorate (Thi- 
m et) granules per acre (I pound 
actual phorate * Timet 1 applied w ith 
the drill as wheat is seeded, will 
prevent injury by the fall brood of 
flies. Apply granules with the drill 
grass seeder attachm ent. Phorate 
is now the approved common nam e 
for this insecticide and Thim et is 
a trade nam e. 
Broadcasting phorate 
1 T him et» 
Ii anole- or the phorate (Thimet) 
— fertilizer m ixture, gives poor 
results. Too much chem ical is too 
fa r from the seed. 
When phorate (Thimet) is used, 
the crop should not be fall pas­ 
tured. 
Phorate (Thimet* seed treatm ent 
1s definitely not recommended be­ 
cause of injury to germ ination. 
It will take about 2 4 to 3 bushels 
of wheat per acre to pay the cost 
of using phorate *Thimate). 
Good

help. Rotate wheat land. Destroy 
volunteer wheat. Turn under infest­ 
ed stubble a? soon after harvest 
as possible and disk the ground to

•FALL FEEDER CATTLE 
PRICE OUTLOOK 
Drought conditions in this area 
al e perm itting you to have an early 
harvest. This offers an opportunity 
to handle stocker cattle with good 
gam; this winter. The outlook ac­ 
cording t<f our economists is pretty 
fair for profits this winter. 
Feeder ans stocker cattle prices 
are expected to average slightlv 
lower for the rem ainder of 1961 
as com pared to I960.

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If you are a cotton farm er, I’d 
like to talk to you fo^ a few min­ 
utes this morning 
about a 
few 
practice* which we believe will 
help you to sell the highest possib­ 
le quality of cotton this fail and 
thereby help you to 
realize 
the 
highest possible prof us from your 
cotton crop this year. 
Colton 
picking is getting under­ 


w a y in Stoddard Count\ now and 
should be in full swing within dir 
next few days. The kind of job 
that farm ers do of harvesting their 
cotton crop will determine to a 
great extent the duality of cotton 
they will sell this fall and. in turn, 
the price they receive for their cot­ 
ton this year. Taking the steps nec­ 
essary to do a good job of harvest­ 
ing the cotton crop could mean 
an additional 
income of $10 to 
$15 per bale. It looks as if the cot­ 
ton crop is going to be a little 
short this fall, so anything we can 
do to increase the price of cotton 
would certainly be in order. 
Now. of course, most of the rot­ 
ten crop in this area is harvest­ 
ed w’ith machine pickers. In fact, 
something like 75 per cent of the 
cotton crop in Stoddard County wa 
harvested mechanically last year. 
If mechanical pickers are proper­ 
ly operated, they will get 95 per­ 
cent of the cotton as compared to 
97 percent that may be expected 
if a good job of hand picking is 
done. If the picker is properly op­ 
erated about one-half grade 
will 
probably be lost as compared to 
hand picking; however, many bales 
that are harvested rr.echanicallv 
will grade about the same as hand 
picked cotton. On the other hand, if 
a poor job of operating the m echa­ 
nical picker is done, machine pick­ 
ed cotton will not compare nearly 
so favorably with hand picked cot­ 
ton 
Ixd's look at a few things 
that you can do to in ure a good 
job of machine picked cotton. 
In the first place, you can be 
sure that your mechanical picker 
is in a good condition for harvest­ 
ing the crop. The picker should 
be maintained with respect 
to

cleanliness, 
lubrication, 
adjust­ 
ments, repairs according to the 
manufacturers 
recommendations. 
In this connection, I might mention 
soap and water are the best spin­ 
dle cleaners you can use. I would 
also like to suggest that you keep 
dirty lint swept off the picker bas­ 
ket. If allowed to collect, this trash 
will bo dumped with the cotton 
when vou empty the basket. 
We often hear farm ers talking 
about which brand of mechanical 
picker is best. Actually, the man 
operating the machine will prob­ 
ably have more to do with the qua­ 
lity of cotton picked than will the 
machine. The operator should be 
well acquainted with the recom­ 
mendations of the 
manufacturer 
for the operation of the picker and 
should follow them closely at all 
times. 
One of the most important things 
you can do is to wait until the cot­ 
ton is dry enough to pick in the 
morning 
after 
rains. 
Picking 
should not 
be started until the 
moisture content of cotton is about 
eight percent. About two percent 
moisture will probably be added 
in thp process of picking, bringing 
the total moisture content to 10 
percent Modern gins with two tow­ 
er driers con effectively remove 
three 
percent, bringing the mois­ 
ture content down to seven per­ 
cent which is a good moisture con­ 
tent for good ginning. Ifr the cot­ 
ton is rea! trashy, the moisture 
content should be no higher than 
5 percent for a good job of clear­ 
ing 
Now, how can you be sure 
that cotton is dry enough for pick­ 
ing? The moisture content of field 
cotton is being tested at several 
locations throughout Southeast Mi 
souri and is being broadcast o w r 
several radio stations throughout 
the area including Radio Station 
KDEX. This cotton moisture broad- 
caasts will serve as a guide as to 
when cotton is dry enough for pick­ 
ing. 
Having enough traliers to effect­ 
ively handle the cotton crop will 
do much to insure turning out good 
quality cotton. We recommend hav­ 
ing three trailers of three to five 
bale capacity for each mechanical 
picker. Bv all means, don’t get 
in the trailer and tram p the cotton. 
This tangles the fibers, crushes 
the dry leaf trash in the cotton 
which m akes it more difficult for 
the gin to remove, and it will stain 
the cotton if there is green leaf in 
the seed cotton, all of which low­ 
ers the quality of the cotton 
Another 
very important 
thing 
that you can do to improve the 
quality of your cotton is to coop­ 
erate with your ginner in group­ 
ing cotton to be ginned so that your 
cotton will be ginned with com par­ 
able cotton. This is a 
practice 
that will pay big dividends. For 
example, 
let’s 
assum e that you 
have a bale of clean dry cotton 
to be ginned and that you are fol­ 
lowing a bale of wet trashy cot­ 
ton on the gin yard. After the gin­ 
ner sets the dryers to gin your 
clean dry cotton, it will take about 
15 minutes for the proper tem pera­ 
ture to be reached. The ginner 


does not have time to wait 15 
minutes between bales when the 
rush is on. 
As a result, jo u r cotton will be 
overdried 
which 
will 
lower 
the 
quality of your cotton. By allowing 
the ginner to group cotton accord 
ing to quality for ginning, he can 
set the heat to gin any given qua­ 
lity of cotton and gin several bale' 
before he changes the tem perature 
for cotton of another quality.

Finally, cotton defoliation, if pro­ 
perly used can be an important 
aid in preserving the quality of 
cotton.

ADVANCE PAYMENTS FOR 


DIVERTING WHEAT ACREAGE 


Wheat farm ers who divert acre­ 
age from production of wheat un­ 
der the 1962 wheat stabilization pro­ 
gram may earn payments by put­ 
ting that land into approved con­ 
servation uses. 
And 
the County 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Service Office now has 
authority and will be prepared to 
make a partial payment 
at 
the 
lime of signup, according to Tho­ 
m as H. Lett, Jr., M anager Scott 
County 
Agricultural 
Stabiliation 
and Conservation Office. 
The Agricultural Act of 1961 pro­ 
vides that up to not more than 50 
percent of the payment to produc­ 
ers may be made in advance of 
determination of performance This 
provision is designed to provide in­ 
come to farm ers ahead of har­ 
vesttime. 
The advance payment that can 
be m ade at the time of signup is 
computed by multiplying the num­ 
ber of acres to be diverted by the 
farm payment rate that is based 
on 45 percent of the normal yield, 
and taking half of that amount. The 
farm er may receive this advance 
payment in cash or in wheat. 
When a farm er signs up to parti­ 
cipate in the 1962 wheat program, 
he must indicate the acreage he 
intends to divert to a conservation 
use if he desire* payment. The law 
requires him to divert a minimum 
of 10 percent of what his w'heat 
allotment w'ould have boon without 
the new program or 10 percent 
of his highest acreage if such acre­ 
age has not exceeded 15 acres in 
the past 3 years 
This minimum 
diversion is reflected in the 1962 
farm wheat allotment sent to farm ­ 
ers before the referendum. 
The ASCS office will issue 
producer a Dghl draft. If he w*u.ls 
cash, he merely endorses the draft 
and cashes it at his local bank. 
Or. the sight draft may be used to 
purchase wheat at the m arket price 
as determined by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. Only the ori­ 
ginal payee may use 
the 
sigh t; 
draft to buy 
wheat. Subsequent j 
payees may endorse the draft for j 
cash only.

lf you are a cotton farm er. I ’d 
like to talk to you fo** a few m in­ 
utes this m orning about a 
few 
practices which we believe will 
help you to sell the highest possib­ 
le quality of cotton this fall and 
thereby help you to 
realize 
the 
highest possible profils from your 
cotton crop this year. 
Cotton 
picking is getting under­ 
way in Stoddard County now' and 
Should be in full swing within th.* 
next few days. The kind of job 
that farm ers do of harvesting their 
cotton crop will determ ine to a 
great extent the enm ity of cotton 
they will sell this fall and. in turn, 
the price they receive for their cot­ 
ton this year. Taking the steps nee. 
essary to do a good job of harvest­ 
ing the cotton crop could m ean 
an additional income of SIO to 
$15 per bale. It looks as if the cot­ 
ton crop is going to be a little 
short this fall, so anything we can 
do to increase the price of cotton 
would certainly be in order. 
Now. of course, m ost of the cot­ 
ton crop in this area is harvest­ 
ed with m achine pickers. In fact, 
som ething like 75 per cent of the 
cotton crop in Stoddard County was 
harvested m echanically last year. 
If m echanical pickers are proper­ 
ly operated, they will get 95 per­ 
cent of the cotton as com pared to 
97 percent that m ay be expected 
if a good job of hand picking is 
done. If the picker is properly op­ 
erated about one-half grade 
will 
probably be lost as com pared to 
hand picking; however, m any bales 
that are harvested m echanically 
will grade about the sam e as hand 
picked cotton. On the other hand, if 
a poor job of operating the m echa­ 
nical picker is done, m achine pick- 
ed cotton will not com pare nearly 
ao favorably with hand picked cot­ 
ton. L et's look at a few things 
that you can do to injure a g<»od 
job of m achine picked cotton. 
In the first place, you can be 
sure that jo u r m echanical picker 
is in a good condition for harvest­ 
ing the crop. The picker should

cleanliness, 
lubrication, 
adjust­ 
m ents. repairs according to the 
m anufacturers 
recom m endations. 
In this connection, I m ight mention 
soap and w ater are the best spin­ 
dle cleaners you can use. I would 
also like to suggest that you keep 
dirty lint awept off the picker bas­ 
ket. If allowed to collect, this trash 
will be dum ped with the cotton 
when you em pty the basket. 
We often hear farm ers talking 
about which brand of m echanical 
picker is best. Actually, the man 
operating the m achine will prob­ 
a b ly have m ore to do with the qua­ 
lity of cotton picked than will the 
m achine. The operator should be 
well acquainted with the recom ­ 
m endations of the m anufacturer 
for the operation of the picker and 
should follow them closely at all 
tim es. 
One of the m ost im portant things 
you can do is to wait until the cot- 
ton is dry enough to pick in the 
morning 
after 
rains. 
Picking 
should not 
be started until the 
m oisture content of cotton is about 
eight percent. About tW'o percent 
m oisture will probably be added 
In the process of picking, bringing 
the total m oisture content to IO 
percent Modern gins with two tow', 
er driers can effectively rem ove 
three 
percent, bringing the mois­ 
ture content down to seven per­ 
cent which is a good m oisture con­ 
tent for good ginning. 1% the cot­ 
ton is real trashy, the m oisture 
content should be no higher than 
5 percent for a good job of clea r­ 
ing 
Now. how can you be fu rs 
that cotton is dry enough for pick­ 
ing? Tile m oisture content of field 
cotton Is being tested at several 
locations throughout Southeast Mis 
sour! and is being broadcast ov*r 
several radio stations throughout 
the area including Radio Station 
KDEX. This cotton m oisture broad- 
caasts will serve as a guide ar to 
when cotton is dry enough for pick­ 
ing 
Having enough traliers to effect­ 
ively handle the cotton crop will 
do much to insure turning out good 
quality cotton. We recom m end haw 
ing three trailers of three to five 
bale capacity for each m echanical 
picker. Bv all m ean-, don’t get 
in the trailer and tram p the cotton. 
This tangles the fibers, crushes 
the dry leaf trash in the cotton 
which m akes it m ore difficult for 
the gin to rem ove, and it will stain 
the cotton if there is green leaf in 
the seed cotton, all of winch low­ 
ers tile quality of the cotton. 
Another 
very 
im portant 
thing 
that you can do to im prove the 
quality of your cotton is to coop­ 
erate with your ginner in group­ 
ing cotton to be ginned so that your 
cotton will be ginned with com par­ 
able cotton. This is a practice 
that will pay big dividends. For 
exam ple, 
let’s 
assum e that you 
have a bale of clean dry cotton 
to be ginned and that you are fol­ 
lowing a hale of wet trashy cot­ 
ton on the gin yard. After the gin­ 
ner sets the dryers to gin your 
clean dry cotton, it will take about 
15 m inutes for the proper tem pera­ 
ture to be reached 
The ginner 


does not have tim e to wait 15 
m inutes between bales when the 
rush is on. 
As a result, jo u r cotton will be 
overdried 
which 
will lower the 
| quality of your cotton. By allowing 
I the ginner to group cotton accord 
ing to quality for ginning, he can

W heat farm ers who divert acre­ 
age from production of wheat un­ 
der the 1962 w heat stabilization pro­ 
gram m ay earn paym ents by put­ 
ting that land into approved con­ 
servation uses.

The Agricultural Act of 1961 pro­

The advance paym ent that can 
be m ade at the tim e of signup is 
computed by m ultiplying the num ­ 
ber of acres to be diverted by the 
farm paym ent rate that is based 
on 45 percent of the norm al yield, 
and taking half of that am ount. The 
farm er m ay receive this advance 
paym ent in cash or In wheat. 
When a farm er signs up to p arti­ 
cipate in the 1962 wheat program , 
he must indicate toe acreage he 
intends to divert to a conservation 
use if he desire* paym ent.
